FLORIDA STATE UNIVERSITY 


Florida State University, one of the State’s two senior 
centers of higher learning, is contributing to and par tici- 
pating in the spectacular growth of Flovida, Only 16 
years ago, the institution was a women’s college serving 
2,500 students; by 1970 it anticipates an enrollment of 
15,000, including 4,000 graduate students. Current enroll- 
ment is over 10,000. 


The University’s program emphasizes the education of 
future leaders in the arts, sciences, and selected professions ; 
research to increase man’s understanding of himself, his 
institutions, society, and natural environment; service 
adapted to the intellectual and professional needs of the 
State's citizens. 

FSU maintains the strongest possible programs in 
basic arts and sciences, in business, education, home 
economics, library scence, music, nursing, and social 
welfare. The doctorate is offered in 30 fields 
newest program of research is in space bio-sciences 
with support from NASA. As the University grows, 
primary emphasis is upon quality and adaptability in 
the areas of its responsibility rather than upon pro- 
liferation of programs.

Dr. Gordon W. Blackwell is well known for his scholarship, in- 
cluding the authorship of five books and some 50 articles, the editor- 
hip for several years of the journal,Social Forces, and the dixector- 
ship for 14 years of the Institute for Research in Social Science of 
the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. 

In recent years he has gained equal attention as a college ad- 
ministrator, for three years as chancellor of the Woman's College 
of the University of North Carolina, and since September 1960 as 
president of the Florida State University. 

Born at Timmonsville, S. C., in 1911, the son of a Baptist 
minister, Blackwell was graduated summa cum laude from 
Furman University in 1932 where he was a varsity tennis 
player for three years, president of the band, president of his 
social fraternity, and elected “best all-round” by his fellow 
students. He was awarded the M. A. degree by the Univer- 

y of North Carolina in 1933 and the Ph.D. by Harvard in

1 but left soon thereafter for two years of war serv- 
ice as community organization specialist in the Office of Ciyilian D 
fense in Washington, D. C. 

He returned to Chapel Hill in, 1944 as a professor and director 
of the Institute for Research in Social Science, and in 1955 was up- 
pointed Kenan Professor of Sociology at UNG.

For the most part Florida State's head football coach, Bill. Pe! 
son, is a modest, soft-spoken gentleman with a talent for blending 
personal warmth and wit into just the right mixture for the oc- 
On the gridiron he undertakes his job—winning football 
games—in a deliberate and concientious manner. He demands of 
his players and assistants nothing more than he, himself, is willing 
to give: the full measure of ability and devotion. —, 
don’t care how great a football player is supposed to 
Peterson once said. “If he doesn’t have the desire to play 
hard all the way, and if he doesn’t take pride in what he is 
doing, he won't help you when the chips are down,” 

When Peterson was named FSU’s fifth modern-day head coach 
on Dee, 7, 1959, one of his first statements went something like th 

“We have to build pride and the will to win at Florida State, and 
we're going to do it.” 

In only two seasons at FSU, Peterson’s teams have impressed 
Seminole followers with their spirit and desire while playing some 
of the most formidable opponents in the University’s history. 

A former offensive line coach at Louisiana State University, 
coach ‘Pete,” as he is affectionately known by fans and fellow 
coaches, continues to impress Sunshine State football fanciers from 
Pensacola to Miami in the endless chain of personal appearances he 
makes,

field elevens won Ohio state high school cahmpionships. 

While an assistant at LSU, Peterson was credited with obtaining 
many of the players who boosted LSU into college football’s top 
ranks. LSU's 1958 team won the national championship and de- 
feated Clemson in the 1959 Sugar Bowl. 

What has really characterized Peterson’s personality during his 
two-year sojourn at FSU has been his remarkable vivaciousness and 
devotion to duty. A positive thinker all the way, Peterson mirrored 
one aspect of his football philosophy in this comment; 

“Good team morale is more important than a good system of 
play. You don’t put on morale like a good suit of clothes, If you 
have proper morale, you'll win some games that your aren’t sup- 
posed to win.

1961 IN REVIEW 


In December, 1959, Bill Peterson said he was going to 
institute the three team system at Florida State. 

There were the dubious, the skeptics, and the unbelievers 
spotted among the enthusiastic. After the 1960 season, the 
efforts of The Chiefs, Warriors, and the Renegades began 
to lift the veil of doubt from the countenances of the Un- 
believers. The 1961 season, though no Bowl maker, further 
eased the painful looks of the Unbelievers, and they now 
have joined ranks with the Enthusiastic 

The 1961 crew improved upon 1960’ -1 record, coming 
home with a 4-5-1 mark. The highlight of the season was 
a 3-3 stalemate with Florida, The second stage spotlight 
was FSU’s first ever triumph over Georgia, a 3-0 verdict be- 
fore a packed house at Doak Campbell stadium. 

The other victories, over George Washington, The Cita- 
del, and Richmond, followed a pre-season script. Losses to 
sippi, Kentucky, Houston, and Mississippi Southern 
» adhered to August predictions. The 10-7 loss to V.P.1. 
s considered an eye-brow lifter... the Tribe was vict- 
imized by the upset bugaboo.
